The whole or a part of 
the crop of tubers may be harvested in the Fall or the Spring following. .Girasol is propagated by 
tubers only, not from roots and joints like quack grass and thistles so it cannot become a serious 
pest if followed with pasture, hay meadow or good cultivated crops.
